THE BRIDGE AT BLADE'S FEHKY. 


Tbe bridge rests upon six piers made o 


pneumatic tubes, each tubo being a cast 
iron cylinder, eleven of which aro 8 foot iu 
diameter and six 4 feet, and li inches thick, 
and put together in sections of 10 foot each, 
strongly bolted together at the (laugos witli 
17 wrought iron bolts, 1 i inches iu difuuo 
ter. 
These tubes are sunk to tho solid clixy 


beneath the stream, on which thoy rest per- 
pendicularly, and aro filled solid,full of con- 
crete masonry. Tho iron is tho gray mot 
tied quality, and resists tho action 
of sail 


water better than any quality known. 
Two 


cylinders form each of tho piers, except tho 
one for tho draw, which consists of 
BOVOI 


sot in a cluster, as a support for tho movo 
ment of tho hugo swing draw, of which tho 
centre is 8 feot, and the other 0,1 feet in 
diameter. 
Those 
cylinders 
rest upon 


a solid stratum, some 30 to 35 feet below 
tho bottom of tho river, tho water varying 
from 20 to 27 feet, making one of tho pien 
87 feet iu length. 
At each end a hugo pior 


supports tho bridge, and tho whole length is 
955 feet and width 20 feot, with a carriage 
road below and a railway track on top. Tho 
superstructure is of iron, and erected over 
the deepest water yet spanned by a bridge 
of this sort, and its construction reflects 
great credit upon the Old Colony Railway 
Company, which has had tho job to per- 
fect.

Mr. E. N 
Winslow, chief engineer of the Old Colony 
rood, has had charge of the work, and the

We ba?e repeatedly called ntlontion to the 


evils and dangers connected with tho exis- 
tence of cess-pools in cities and towns. Our 
neighboring city of Providence ia becoming 
thoroughly aroused in regard to the perils 
of the system, although it is in but partial 
operation there. 
Newport is so situated 


that the danger here is much nioro great 
than there and the time is not far off whon 
some decisive action must bo taken on the 
water question or we must lose our reputa- 
tion as a place desirable for residences. Y/o 
ask all our readers to give careful attention 
to tho following letter from Dr. Snow to 
the Providence board of altlernion, urging 
that body to tnko action on tho subject:

It has been found that "cess-pools 
aro pestilential nuisances, and ono of the 
greatest abominations which can possibly 
bo suffered to exist in tho midst of a largo 
city;" ,and, further, "that it is impossible 
for any population to bo healthy living anm 
cess-pools or upon n soil permeated by do 
composing animal and vegetable refuse." 


The reports of tho general board of health

board of aldermen, dated August 1,">, iyr<7 
more than eighteen years since. I migli 
now add to this evidence indefinitely, bu 
it is not necessary. Tbo views then ox 
pressed aro now universally accepted a 
correct bv nil who have givou attention t 
tho subject, and it is now universally con 
ceded to bo tho duty of every city to net i: 
accordance with them. 


At the timo that report was written, th 


wntcr used for housobold purposes in th 
city, was almost entirely well water, or rai 
water collected in cisterns; wo had n 
BOWCTR, oxcopt a fow stone drains built fo 
tho draimtgo of tho soil, and Iho law re 
quired every houso to bo supplied with 
suitable draiu and cess-pool for slop an 
sink-water. 
With a scanty supply of wntc 


and no under-ground Howcr«, there was n 
choice but to continue tbo cess-pools for 
timo, aud endeavor to keep, them in decen 
order, to avoid tbo groator'danger of haviu 
all tho nlop-watcr on tho surface- of th 
ground. 


Whilo then fully recognizing, in tho sub 


jcct referred to, the great dangers fro 
cess-pools, I urged nt length "tho construe 
lion of water-light channels uudqr groun 
which will convey nil tbo filthy lk|i"~ 
rapidly and without obstruction, beyond th 
limits of the city, "P.S tlio only practicab! 
remedy for tho coss-pool nuisancii." In coi 
elusion, I said: 


"In view of tho great evils arising fror 


cess-pools, for which street sowers aro th 
only remedy; and without this arranRomoi] 
for tho removal of tho filthy water, tho con 
elusion is inevitable, that a general nyr.tei 
of street sswors must l>o commenced i 
Providence, and tho importance of tho sul 
jcct is apparent." 


In tho same report I nf«o express tli 


opinion to which I still adhero, and whit- 
is now of practical importance, thai if w 
had nu abundance of puro wator lo wash th 
fjuttern, it would bo less injurious to th 
public health to have al! tho Rlop-wator ru 
into the Btroot gutters than to collect it i 
ccsg-pools, as was then, and i.i still, require 
by law, and is generally practiced, in thi 
city.

rou'Lg n>l: THE FAMILY. 


What greater folly than to giro away the 


material and then be compelled to buy the 
manufactured article at tho highest price? 
Yet this is ono of the commonest instances 
of the want of economy. Many families, 
particularly in the smallest cities, throw all 
the scraps from the table into the owill 
barrel, for the benefit of some lucky Celt, 
»nd then pay an eitravogant price for small 
and stale eggs. The sensible plan is to 
kflep a fair fcr.\l3, and give your scraps to 
these, thus turning your refuse into money. 
Fowls can bo kept in this way at little'or 
no cost, supplying the family with their 
breakfast eggs, and giving their keepers a 
delightful occupation in caring for a thrifty 
flock of handsome fowls,.not merely for the 
grown folks; but also for the children, who 
•will cuter into the pursuit with tho greatest 
zeal and delight in watching ftli the various 
processes of the hen bouse, the laying, the 
setting, the growth of the little chickens, 
snd the interesting occupation of gathering 
the pearly, fresh-laid eggs.—[The Poultry 
Nation. 


CLEAX STABLES. 


A clean and wholesome stable is a groat 


comfort to a horse during hot weather. 
The stifling, poisonous atmosphere in which 
Borne farm horses pass the night after a 
hard day's work in the field, is productive 
of unrest and ill health. Flies abound in 
such stables; and those savage posts, which 
are by many mistaken for house flies, aro a 
different and blood-thirsty species stommm 
CilsitranAj so called from its persecutions, 
causing the horses to kick incessantly, 
Those prevent both tho horse and its hu- 
mane owner from resting in comfort. Fre- 
quent washing of tho floor with water,clean 
bedding of pine sawdust or dry earth and 
E 


emitting the horses to void their urine 
efore they enter tho stable, will go far to 


keep the animals comfortable. In some 
stables, when the horses come in from their 
work, and after watering, they are led to 
the manure pile, whore they at once void 
their urine, and thus keep the stables clean. 
They are led there again early in the morn- 
ing, and soon become habituated to the 
practice. If this won generally done, the 
stable would be less disagreeable than it 
now is, and the farm house would not bo 
pervaded with its odor after every visit to 
it. 


THE TTSES OF CHARCOAL. 


By keeping charcoal in n hog pen there 


will be but little odor or disagreeable smell, 
such, as is usual. The hogs appear to thrive 
better and faster, than in n strong smelling 
sty. They will consume quite a quantity, 
which undoubtedly does them good. Some 
should be powdered,and some left in chunks; 
the powdered absorbs the wet, nnd the hogs 
will eat the lumps as they desire it. 
The 


refuse mokes a most excellent mnnure for 
onions or any vegetables. 
By putting a 


Iraall quantity in the horse stable every day, 
tinder the horse, it will absorb the wet, and 
keep the stable perfectly sweet and whole- 
some. As it is removed from the stable, 
keep it under shelter, dry it and sow it on 
the meadows; the increase in tho crop 
will pay for the trouble. 
Cow stables 


will receive the same benefit and pro- 
duce tho same results. It is also invalu- 
able in the poultry house in keeping it 
wholesome for the fowls, and making a 
most valuable manure. 
The fowls will 


consume a part of it,and are not so liable to 
disease. It is also very desirable in the 
sheep pens or yards. By putting a bushel 
or so of the powdered charcoal down the 
water closet, it will remove the disagreeable 
•mell which generally attenda such places 
and will remove tho great objection there is 
to cleaning them out. 
AVhen charcoal is 


S 


pwdered and a litllo dropped into a potato 
ill when planted, it will double the crop, 


Rnd will improvo tho quality buyout! expec- 
tation. An objectipn to it is that it is black 
and will blacken any person lint handles it. 
I have powdered it by pounding it ou tho 
barn floor, and also by putting through nn 
Old cider mill, but it is undoubtedly dirty 
work any way you can fii it. 
But "ho that 


would catch fish must not. mini! Rolling 
wet."-—[Cor. Coiiulry Gentleman.

This was not 
im exaggerated instance, ns. there wcra worse 
houses on richer farms. 
The crops woro 


different from what they aro now. 
The 


farmers raised their own corn, beef, pork, 
butter and cheese, and in many houses Ihoro 
were still spinning wheels and looms, and 
flax was grown, nnd sheets nnd towels and 
sometimes woolen clolli made. 


Many of the farms were mortgaged, raid 


good field land was allowed to run to wastd. 
The men did not work very linrd, but ns 
they had enough to cnl and to drink tlioy 
did not vex themselves, and lived generally 
to a good old age. 
Thoro wan not much 


money coming in, and a cent was n treasure 
hard to part with. 
Onpt. David Litllo ns- 


tonWied his neighbors by farming for tho 
in«rk«t and gelling rich by leaving tho old 
ruts, and since thai time it has been tho 
plan to farm for profit and to study what 
was thd most profitable inothod nnd crops.
